London, August 4th (Bulletin)—-It is 
unofficially stated that the British Govern- 
ment has presented an ultimatum to Ger- 
many demanding instant withdrawal of 
German trocps from Belgium territory. 
Members of parliament believe that Britain 
will declare war within twenty-four hours. 
It is understood that the ultimatum came 
to an end at 7 o'clock last night without 
a favorable reply having been received.

LONDON, August 3—Great Britain has mobilized her forces 
vnd awaits events, Today she is not a belligerent power, nor is she a 


neutral one. 

The government has given France assurance that the British fleet 
will not permit the German fieet to attack the French coast. It has 
not yet pledged itself to contribute an army to the continental war. 

The British government regards with the deepest distrust Ger 
many 's Violation of Belgian neutrality, but makes no declaration as 
to whether it considers that measure provocative for war 

This pronouncement of government policy—the result of two 
days of deliberations—was made to the house of commons this after 
noon by Sir Edward Grey. 

Therefore the trying hour of suspense for the British people is 
prolonged indefinitely, 

Meanwhile the German embassy in London is exerting every effort of 
diploinacy to induce Great Britain to hold aloof from the conflict and to 
bring public opinion to Germany's side. The counsellor of the German 
embassy issued a strong appeal tor the neutrality of Great Britain, &sserting 
that Germany would agree to keep her fleet from attacking the coast of 
France if Britain would pledge neutrality, and argued that Britaln would 
gein more in the end by sianding outside the European war and using her 
influence as mediator when the moment was ripe Referring to this sug- 
gestion the British foreign minister said:

GERMAN NAVAL VICTORY 

Some doubt has been thrown upon the report of a German naval victory 
a. Aland Islands, but if it is true, it is an important suecess for Germany, 
for the is'ands have always been considered strategically as the outer defence 
of St. Petersburg. 

A German fleet lying in the security of the Aland Islands would 
command the entrance to the Gulf of Finland where, according to a report 
which has not been confirmed, the Russian fleet is bottled up. The Germans 
would also thereby command the sea route to St. Petersburg, Riga and 
Cronsiadt, the chief Russian naval station. 

There is also a possibility that the appearanc® of the Germans there 
would lead to a Finnish rising against Russia while Sweden might join 
Germany to remove the Russian menace to Swedish nationality.

OTTAWA, August 3.—Throughout

Borden and his colleagues’ were in 
conference through the day and even- 
ing making every possible preparation 
in the event of Great Britain becom- 
ing involved in the titanic struggle 
upon which Europe is about to em- 
bark, They plan to have everything 
in readiness so that when the moment 
comes to act there will not be a min- 
ute’s delay. 

Mobilization Plans Complete 

Hon,’ ‘Sam Hughes, minister of 
militia, Was able to assure his col- 
leagues that the plans for the mobil- 
{vation of the Chanadtan forces are 
complete. Quebec City, ft is said, 
will be the point of mobiltanction of the 
Canathafl’ forces. ‘he ancient city 
will be chosen because it is already 
the ‘headquarters of a considerable 
portion of the permanent forces now 
in Canada and because it will be the 
port in which the transports will sail 
when the time comes, when it will be 
possible to send troops from Canada. 

The report that steps would be 
taken at an early date to man the 
Niobe is confirmed.

stands ready to issue Dominion notes 
to such amount as may «. necessary 
against securities’ deposited by tne 
banks and approved by the minister 
of finance. 

Payment in Notes Instead of Gold 

‘The minister of finance further 
announces that the government has 
authorized the chartered banks of 
Canada to make payments in bank 
notes instead of in gold or Dominion 
notes until farther announcement in 
that behalf. This action will tend to 
conserve the Canadian gold supply 
against demands from foreign sources.

PARIS, Aug. 3.—French arms have 
scored a victory in a sharp and bloody 
engagement at Petit Croix. A corps 
of UNlans attacked the French forces 
entrenched just beyond the town. The 
defenders replied with machine guns, 
and mowed down the advance guard 
of the Germans, The Ublans charged 
eeveral times, but were unable to 
withstand the withering fire of the 
defenders, and finally retired in dis- 
order, leaving a number of dead on 
the field. Among the wounded were 
some officers.. The French also took 
a number of prisoners. 

The scene of the fight is a customs 
post on the Lorraine frontier. The 
Uhlans part®ipating in the attack 
comprised the advance guard of the 
German. army that was advancing 
from Metuz with Nancy as, the objec- 
tive. News that they were,en route 
had been brought to the commander 
of the French customs guard by an 
aviator Who reconnoitred from the 
outposts late yesterday. The Freach 
plan of action was carefully outline. 
Reinforcements armed with mach ue 
guns, were sent to a point several 
miles inside of the frontier boundary. 
The customs guard remained at As 
post with orders to remain on te 
defensive and retire in the presence 
of superior force. 

Unlans Fall Back 

The Uhlans engaged the frontier 
guard which, afler an exchange cf 
shots. gave way, failing back in main
